COLORED MARYLANDERS 
OPPOSE RENOMINATION OF 
TAFT. 

The fololwing circular has been 


issued by the manly Colored Re¬ 
publicans of Baltimore, Md.: 

The Equitable Republican league 
standing as it does, for the true 
Republican constitution and against 
race prejudice and in defence of 
equal rights for all men, enters its 
protest against the renomination 
of President Taft. It hereby serves 
notice on all federal job holders 
and others who profess to deliver 
the votes of self-respecting Repub¬ 
lican voters of the state of Mary¬ 
land to the renomination of Presi¬ 
dent Taft, that they have no au¬ 
thority to speak for the intelli¬ 
gent colored voters of Maryland 
of whom there are thousands. 

This league opposes the renomi¬ 
nation of President Taft and will 
work for an unpledged delegation 
from Maryland to the Republican 
convention to be beld in Chicago 
in June for the following reasons; 

1. We think that the ‘pledged 
convention vote' is such a travesty 
on free and Republican govern¬ 
ment as to bring serious discredit 
upon a president of the United 
States who would countenance such 
barbarous methods in an effort 
to succeed himself. His adminis¬ 
tration should need no ‘ ‘steam 
roller" methods to induce the ap¬ 
proval of the American people.

4. President Taft has accentu¬ 
ated this insult to the self-respect¬ 
ing colored Americans by surround¬ 
ing himself at Washington with a 
picked bunch of black flatteres 
whose interest in the welfare of 
the colored Americans whom they 
are supposed to represent is measur¬ 
ed by the amount of their pay 
checks and the “honor?" of their 
respective positions. Through 
these moral pigmies he not only 
finds a ready means of quieting 
the just complaints of the colored 
Americans, but seeks to facilitate 
his retention in his high office.

Slow to move, 
are these people of ours; difficult 
indeed, to have them keep step 
to the onward drumbeat of demo¬ 
cracy; but once they move, woe 
betide the candidate or the man 
who endeavors to stem that onward 
march of democracy in the United 
States of America. (Applause.) 

Dishonesty not Essential to Success 

“We do not subscribe to the 
cynical belief that dishonesty and 
unfair dealings are essential to 
business success and are to be 
condoned when the success is mod¬ 
erate and applauded when the 
success is great. The methods by 
which the Standard Oil people 
and those engaged in the other 
combinations of which I have 
spoken above have achieved great 
fortunes can only be justified by 
the advocacy of a system of mor¬ 
ality which would also just avoid 
every form of crimnality on the 
part of a labor union and every 
form of violent corruption and 
fraud, from murder to bribery and 
ballot box stuffing in politics. We 
are trying to secure equality of 
opportunity for all; and the struggle 
for honesty is the same, whether 
it is made on behalf of one set of 
men or another.
